Nearly the whole of the stomach was re- 
moved from a dog, the free edges of the 
alimentary tube being then sewed together. 
The dog completely recovered from the 
operation, and remained in perfect health, 
with good digestive powers, until killed 
ten years afterward. In other experi- 
ments upon dogs it was found that albu- 
minous substances were as speedily and 
completely digested by the fluid of the 
intestines below the stomach as by the 
secretions of both stomach and intestine

ANOTHER MONOPOLY BROKEN.—It is 


according to the nature of things tha 
monopolies in trade should burst, gener- 
ally with disaster to those who have tried 
to maintain artificial prices. The com- 
bination in quinine, according to state- 
ments made in Philadelphia, was formec 
for the purpose of preventing unlimited 
sales of their surplus in this country by 
foreign manufacturers after the repeal ol 
duty on the imported drug. 
But the 


movement did not originate with 
the 


American manufacturers. 
On the con- 


trary, it is stated that the foreign makers 
were the first to propose an agreement, 
under which a certain proportion of the 
production abroad was taken by Ameri- 
can dealers. But tiie year bas been an 
unfavorable one, and the light demand 
caused some European manufacturers to 
drop out, selling stock at the best prices 
they could. 
When the American dealers 


learned of this they dissolved tha agree- 
ment, and the price dropped from f 1.80 
to $1.60 per ounce January 24th. Dur- 
ing the past week sales have been made 
as low as $1.25, and Zimmer's has been 
sold in large quantities, it is stated, at 
$1.20. The fact that the British Gov- 
ernment has encouraged the cultivation 
of the bark in the East Indies, and tint a 
supply for two or three years is now col- 
lected in London,'is mentioned as a cause 
of the collapse. The quantity imported 
during the last fiscal year was 1,055,764 
ounces, against 794,495 in 1882, about 
400,000 in each of the years 1881 and 
1880, 228,348 in 1879, and only 17,549 
in 1878. Meanwhile the quantity of cin- 
chona bark imported is nearly as large as 
it WAS in 1878.

A WISE DEVlttlOM. 


The Supreme Court on Monday affirmed 


the decree ruade by Judge Hare in the 
case of J. 
Carrell McCaffrey against 


James ICIverson, publisher of the weekly 
papers known as the Satunlny Nitjht and 
Gulden Days. Tbe complainant asked for 
an injunction to restrain Mr. Elvcrson 
from running the machinery in such a 
marine i as to disturb him at night. The 
Court refused tbe injunction, and divided 
the costs of tbe proceedings, amounting 
to about $4,000, equally between the par- 
ties, but retained the bill, with leave for 
tbe complainant to apply fdr a further 
order.

the weather is 


mild , and when not rainy the days are 
clear, and in certain localities frosty 
nights, sometimes cold enough to freeze 
a little ice on still water. 
There are no 


days in winter when it is too cool to work 
in the open air in shirt sleeves. The most 
disagreeable features of the weather here 
are an occasional "norther," which is a 
cool, heavy wind, sometimes blowing for 
several days, usually in the v> inter months, 
and dust storms that may come at any 
time during the year- Those favored 
localities near the mountains are more 
sheltered from the winds. Cyclones or 
destructive storms, it seems, are unknown 
here. House flies abound the year around 
with a slight sprinkle of mosquitoes and 
fleas, now and then ; as to other vexations 
insects there seems to be but few. 


We hid a pleasant visit into the moun- 


tains, some seven miles, to the Arrow 
Head Hot Springs. 
The name originates 


from a mountain of tint name, on the f ice 
of nbich is a peculiar patch, an acre or 
two in area, that is perfectly bire, while 
the surrounding face of the mountain is 
covered with a short growth of vegeta- 
tion. 
The shape of this peculiar spot is 


that of a flint arrow head, and may be 
seen for many miles.

Nothing lasts so long as an amusing 


custom. For more than three thousand 
years it has been usual for young people 
to indulge in sports of u peculiar kind 
in tbe middle of February, some faint 
shadow of which still survives. 
There 


have been different accounts given of tbe 
origin of St. Valentine's Day. The fol- 
lowing is one of them: 


In the earlier days of Rome, February 


was the last month of tho year, and for 
that reason it was much devoted to the 
service of the gods. 
The Latin word 


februare means to purify and expiate, and 
hence this month was called by the an- 
cient Romans Februaritts, or the month 
of purification. The old Romans, doubt- 
less, felt at the end of the year much as 
we do, and said to themselves, "Let

clear off old sores, make up for ne- 
glected duties, and start afresh." 


The most singular religious festival was 


held on ihe 15tn of February, in a place 
called the Lupersal, where Romulus and 
Remus were supposed to have been nur- 
tured by the she-wolf.

recorded within six months, that which is 
first recorded will take priority. 


8. Because purchasers who neglect to 


lace theJr deeds upon record as pre 
scribed by law, incur a risk of former 
owners giving liens upon tbe same. 


4. Bees use moneyed men will not make 


any loans to parties whose deeds are not 
recorded. 


5. Becnise if by accident a deed should 


be destroyed or lost, it would be very ex- 
pensive to [get another. 


6. Because to preserve a claim or title, 


it is requisite to have all deeds recorded.

business of the county. Tlies.0 buildings 
were erected for the use of the people of 
Bucks county to conduct their public 
ou->itiuss, and neither the general govern- 
ment nor the people of any borough or 
district of the county, nor any associa- 
tion, society or corporation, however 
commendable, useful or worthy, has any 
special and peculiar privilege therein, 
especially to the exclusion and detriment 
of the convenient and economical conduct 
of public affairs of the county. 


The Commissioners have no power or 


right to use these grounds to erect on 
them large and unnecessary buildings and 


them.
